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[54] Title of Utility Model: MIRROR FRAME TYPE JEWEL BOX FOR DRESSING 
[57] Abstract: 



A mirror frame type jewel box for dressing as the 
necessary daily appliance in human's life, is 
characterized in that: the case cover is composed 
of a frame, a glass, and a mirror. The upper part 
in the case body is provided with a bent hook, 
while the bottom part is provided with a patch 
pocket. Other spaces are divided into many 
small boxes by partitions. The small box is 
provided with a small door and a strip-shaped 
sponge. The upper portion of the backside 
external to the case body has a socket into which a 
bent iron plate is inserted. The present utility 
model is of total functions and is convenient to 

use. It can be widely used in the family life, especially for women dressing and 
placing jewels. 




Claims 



1. A mirror frame type jewel box for dressing, which is composed of a case cover and 
a case body, characterized in that: 

a. the case cover is composed of a frame, a glass, and a mirror; 

b. the inside of the case body is provided with a bent hook, a patch pocket and a 
small box. 

2. The mirror frame type jewel box for dressing according to claim 1, characterized in 
that the external backside of the case body has a socket into which a bent iron plate 
is inserted. 

3. The mirror frame type jewel box for dressing according to claim 1, characterized in 
that the lower part of the socket of external backside of the case body or right and 
left sides external to the case body is provided with a bracket. 



Description 



MIRROR FRAME TYPE JEWEL BOX FOR DRESSING 

A mirror frame type jewel box for dressing is the necessary daily appliance in 
human's life. 

At present, the mirror frames of diversified standards and patterns are on the market 
with the purpose of storing the photographs. There also are dressing boxes of 
diversified standards and patterns for storing the cosmetic. In addition, there are 
jewel boxes of diversified standards and patterns for storing the gold and silver hand 
ornaments. 

One of the purposes of the present Utility Model is to provide a mirror frame type 
jewel box for dressing, by which we can store the photographs, cosmetic and hand 
ornaments. 

The technical solution of the present Utility Model is that the case cover is composed 
of a glass, a mirror and a frame. In the case body, the upper part is provided with a 
bent hook while the lower part is provided with a patch pocket. Other spaces are 
divided into many small boxes by partitions, which are not interlinked with each other. 
The small box is provided with a small door and the bottom part of the small box is 
pasted with a strip-shaped sponge. The external backside of the case body has a 
socket into which a bent iron plate is inserted. The lower part of the socket or right 
and left sides external to the case body is provided with a bracket. The inside of the 
case body is under-laid by a layer of flannelette. The case cover and case body are 
connected with each other by a hinge. 

According to the Utility Model, the facade and reverse side of the case cover are 
installed, respectively, with the glass and mirror. Therefore, it can serve as the 
mirror frame for placing photographs, and for dressing. Whatever it does, it is very 
convenient. The bent hook for holding the hand ornaments, the small boxes for 
storing the cosmetic and small hand ornaments, and the patch pocket for placing the 
huge expensive articles gather together in the case body. It possesses the advantage 
that one thing has a plurality of uses. Whether the box is hung on the wall or placed 
on the table, it brings great convenience to human's life. The present utility model is 
of total functions and is convenient to use. It can be widely used in the family life, 
especially for women dressing and placing jewels. 

The following Figures illustrate one Embodiment of the present utility model. 
Fig. 1 is the inner structure abridged general view of the jewel box for dressing; 



Fig. 2 is the facade abridged general view of the jewel box for dressing; 
Fig. 3 is the backside abridged general view of the jewel box for dressing; 
Fig. 4 is the oblique view of the jewel box for dressing; 
Fig. 5 is the abridged general view of the bent iron plate. 

The mirror frame type jewel box for dressing is designed to an ordinary rectangle, or 
the ellipse. The case cover (1) is composed of a frame (2), a glass (3), and a mirror 
(4), wherein both the glass (3) and mirror (4) are inlaid or inserted into the frame (2). 
The middle part (5) between the glass (3) and mirror (4) is used to store photographs. 
The case cover (1) and case body (6) are connected with each other by a hinge (7), 
and are buttoned by a case button (8). The upper part in the case body (6) is 
provided with a bent hook (9) used for hanging the necklaces, bracelets, watches and 
so on. The lower part in the case body (6) is provided with a patch pocket (10) and 
the neck of the pocket is sewed on an elastic band (11). The patch pocket (10) is 
mainly used to store the huge expensive articles. The right part in the case body (6) 
is, by partitions, divided into five small boxes (12) being of different sizes. Their 
main use is to place all kinds of cosmetic. The small box (12) is installed with a 
small door (13) and the bottom part thereof is pasted with a strip-shaped sponge (14). 
The middle part between the strip-shaped sponges is used for storing the small jewels, 
such as earrings, rings. The inside of the case body is under-laid by a layer of 
flannelette. The protruding plate (22) located on the upper portion of the backside 
external to the case body has a socket (17). The right and left sides external to the 
case body are installed with a bracket (18) respectively. 

When hanging the mirror frame type jewel box for dressing, the bent iron plate (20) 
firstly is fixed on the wall (21) by means of a bolt (19); then the mirror frame type 
jewel box for dressing is inserted into the bent iron plate (20). 

Where the mirror frame type jewel box for dressing is placed on the table, we just 
need to draw the brackets (18) out. 
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
